Firefighters gain 
Exhausted workers continue 
control of major 
Southland blazes 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — Firefighters gain­ 
ed control today of two major brush 
fires in Southern California and “things 
are looking good” for control of a third 
early Tuesday, officials reported. 
The three major blazes in Riverside 
and San Diego counties charred more 
than 41,800 acres of valuable watershed 
and forced the evacuation of some 650 
persons. 
A fire boss said the Walker Basin fire, 
which burned 18,500 acres along the bord­ 
er between the two counties, was brought 
under control early today. Firemen said 
they would control the G,274-acre Moosa 
Canyon fire, north of the San Diego 
county community of Escondido, within 
two hours. 
Some of the 580 men at the Walker 
Blaze and 500 at the Moosa fire were 
being released to return to their home 
stations, along with some of the equip- 
ment used in the fight. 
Meanwhile, firelines were completed 
late Sunday around the 25-mile perimet­ 
er of the San Mateo Canyon fire, which 
blackened 
some 16,800 acres 
on the 
sprawling Camp Pendleton Marine Base 
and in the adjacent Cleveland National 
Forest. 
Firemen said about 200 of the origin­ 
al 490 men who fought the blaze would 
be on the lines tonight. They said most 
of the other men were being allowed 
to return home. 
Weather conditions continued to aid 
firemen as temperatures dropped anoth­ 
er several degrees, winds diminished and 
skies were overcast over most of the 
fire areas. Scattered thundershowers 
were also forecast for the mountains. 
Several other smaller blazes, the norm 
for this time of year, were knocked

acquitted 


SYDNEY, Australia (UPI)—An Austra­ 
lian military court today acquitted the 
skipper of the aircraft carrier Mel­ 
bourne of charges he was partly to blame 
for the June 
3 collision with the U.S. 
destroyer Frank E. Evans that killed 74 
American sailors. 
The judge advocate general of the 
court ordered a directed verdict of “ not 
guilty and honorably acquitted” forCapt. 
John P. Stevenson. 
One of the charges was that Steven­ 
son failed to give the Evans proper direc­ 
tions 
when a 
collision appeared im­ 
minent. The other was he failed to take 
necessary measures to avoid a collision. 
Stevenson, 47, was given back the 
ceremonial sword he surrendered to 
the court when it opened sessions WecL 
nesday. He walked from the court, de­ 
clining comment. 
The slender, sandy-haired officer who 
joined the Navy when he was 13, had 
insisted throughout the six week joint 
Australian - U.S. investigation of the 
collision the American ship was fully 
to blame.

Laird plan for 


volunteer forces 


NEW YORK (UPI) —DefenseSecretary 
Melvin Laird is considering the with- 
drawl of U.S. front-line combat forc­ 
es from Vietnam, leaving behind 250,- 
000 volunteer 
support 
troops, 
Time 
magazine reported today. 
Such a move would amount to a 50 
per cent reduction in U.S. strength in 
Vietnam. The Communists lu • been de­ 
manding unconditional withdrawal of all 
American forces. 
In an interview published this week, 
Time quoted Laird as saying the 50 
per cent pullout “ could become a fall­ 
back position if the Communists continue 
to balk at an agreement and refuse to 
reduce their war effort unequivocally.” 
The secretary said Americans left be­ 
hind under such a plan would “not en­ 
gage in close combat on the ground un­ 
less attacked.” 
“ A key feature of this outline is that 
the American troops kept in Vietnam 
would all be volunteers rather than the 
present mix of draftees and regulars,” 
Laird said. 
“ Further, they would be used only in a 
support capacity. 
They would supply 
the South Vietnamese with air and artil­ 
lery cover and an assortment of logis­ 
tical supply services.” 
He said the support forces would re­ 
main in Vietnam indefinitely.

Lawyer asks 


CIA probe in 
beret case 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Henry E. Rothb- 
latt, attorney for three of the eight 
Green Berets accused of murdering a 
Vietnam civilian has asked for a con­ 
gressional investigation of the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) to clear up 
“ A combination of both CIA and mili­ 
tary 
incompetence” 
surrounding the 
case. 
Citing what he called “ incompetence” 
in the military and the CIA, Rothblatt 
said, “ 1 expect the charges to be sum­ 
marily dismissed. It will be a Roman 
holiday 
if this trial ever takes place.” 
He said his specific charges against 
the CIA cannot be made until the case 
against his clients is dropped and a 
formal investigation begins. Rothblatt 
arrived in South Vietnam Aug. 18 as de­ 
fense attorney for Maj. David E. Crew 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa; Capt. Leland J. 
Brumley of Duncan Okla., and CWO 
Edward M. Boule of New York City. 
The eight suspects, including Col. RoU 
ert B. Rheault of Vineyard Haven, Mass., 
former commander of the Fifth Special 
Forces Group in South Vietnam, have 
been accused of executing a South Viet- 
namese described by another defense at­ 
torney as a double agent working for 
botli North and South Vietnam. 
It was reported they acted on spoken 
orders from a CIA agent but the orders 
were withdrawn after the man had been 
killed and his body thrown into the sea. 
The body has not been recovered.

Court considers plea to bar 
autopsy in Kennedy accident

WILKES-BARRE, 
Pa. (UPI)— The 
Luzerne County Court took under ad­ 
visement today a petition that the state 
of Massachusetts be denied an order to 
exhume and perform an autopsy on the 
body of Mary Jo Kopechne, killed when 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s auto plunged 
into a tidal pond last June 18. 


President Judge Edward C. Brominski 
heard arguments representing the dead 
girl’s parents who pressed for the denial 
and Armand Fernandes, Massachusetts 
assistant district attorney stressing the 
need of an autopsy to conduct a planned 
inquest. 
Brominski gave no indication when he 


would make a ruling. 
Flanagan, softspoken and barely aud­ 
ible, argued the Luzerne criminal court 
had no authority to grant the Massachus­ 
etts request in that “at the present there 
is not any reason sufficient to believe 
that a crime 
has been committed in 
the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
or elsewhere.” 
He upheld the Massachusetts medical 
examiner who released the txxiy of the 
girl and said there were no legal doubts 
or suspicions about the cause of death. 
“ Rather,” Flanagan said, “there are 
doubts and suspicions that some people 
migh have but this can never be used 
as a legal basis 
for exhumation and 
autopsy.” 


Fernandes told the court that the 
Massachusetts request was not an at­ 
tack on the medical examiner and that 
the Commonwealth had no reason to be­ 
lieve he was wrong in setting the cause 
of death. 


“ We are not trying to establish bad 
faith in Dr. Donald R. Mills. There 
was no bad faith,” 
Fernandes said. 


“The simple fact-the inquest is be­ 
ing held and the law shows that if 
there were no autopsy there was the 
possibility the inquest asked for Sept. 
3 might not be held.

Recent reassessments 
of 
properties, particularly ranchlands have 
stirred widespread protests. 
Today’s installment digs deeper into 
speculative sales. 


QUESTION: Is it possible for injustic­ 
es to develop in the system because of 
speculative buying— like the woman we 
spoke of ? She went in and paid cash 
for her property and immediately threw 
it into an agriculture preserve. Was 
that sale price used in . . .? 


HOLMQUIST: “ It was considered, yes, 
oh yes it was perfectly legitimate. 
QUESTION: 
She 
paid more money 
really than it was worth. . 


HOLMQUIST: “ Oh, yes, that's why 
she went into a preserve. In fact most 
of the land being sold now I feel they 
pay more than it’s worth. But look at 
it this way, you sell your land for 
$1,000 an acre, my land is as good as 
yours, I hate to sell for less.” 


QUESTION: Well now is there any 
way of determining whether a purchase 
is speculative? 


HOLMQUIST: “ No, . 
Well, specu* 
ative, 1 think that probably 99 per cent 
of our land sales have been speculative, 
or say 90 per cent to be on the safe 
side. In other words they paid more 
than it will economically return to them. ” 


QUESTION: In the interest of a stable 
economy or as at least a healthy econ­ 
omy wouldn’t It be better to take the 
top off the thing a little bit, so it wouldn’t 
have the full impact? 
HOLMQUIST: “ in what way?” 


QUESTION: Well, a piece of property 
we'll say is speculative and it’s sold 
for $100,000. Wouldn’t it be safer in 
the interest of a healthy economy to 
figure $80,000 rather than $100,000 or 
even $75,000? 
HOLMQUIST: 
“ Now you're picking 
something right out of the air. You 
can’t substantiate it. . .can’t back it 
up. Now I might use 75 per cent over 
here, 60 per cent there, 80 per cent 
over here, well now what goes here 
In other words you have to follow the 
appraisal procedure and the law. . . 


and that sort of thing. I don't think 
assessors should have too much dis­ 
cretion . .it’s true they do have some 
discretion in determining market val­ 
ue. . . in fact you can get three ap­ 
praisers to appraise the some piece of 
property and you're going to get three 
answers. It’s a very elusive tiling. . . 
unless you have a preponderance of 
sales. . . now in this Lompoc area . . 
that is very elusive . . . we don’t have 
an awful lot of sales, especially re­ 
cent sales. ..” 
QUESTION: How do you determine 
whether it's comparable within the area 
that you’re talking about? It is a mil­ 
eage limitation or is there a configura­ 
tion of land . . ,? 
HOLMQUIST: 
“ There’s no mileage, 
It's more a conditional oomparison . . 
Now you can’t compare this Lompoc 
area with Santa Ynez. . . I think the 
Santa Ynez area is much more active 
and for comparable land 1 think they 
would pay more in Santa Ynez Valley 
than In Drum Canyon area or Mig- 
uelito Canyon. In other words grazing 
land in the Santa Ynez area would 
sell for more than comparable gra& 
ing land in these areas I have indicated. 
QUESTION: Is it AB 80 that you work 
under?

LOVINGSTON, Va. (UPI) - Exhausted 
rescue workers dug into collapsed moun­ 
tainsides and mud-covered highways to 
day searching for more bodies trapped 
in Virginia’s worst flood disaster in 
more than a century. 
With the official toll standing at 75 
known dead and 89 missing, there were 
predictions Nelson County, hardest, hit, 
eventually would count “ at least” 150 
casualties. 
Meanwhile, 
flags flew at half staff 
across the Commonwealth again today in 
Gov. Mills E. Godwin’s suggested “ tri­ 
bute” to those who lost their lives in a 
72-hour nightmare triggered by heavy 
rains accompanying the death throes of 
Hurricane Camiile. 
The dying storm dumped as much as 
10 inches of rain on some central and 
western Virginia localities Tuesday night 


and early Wednesday, collapsing moun­ 
tainsides and pushing the James river 
and its tributaries to almost their high­ 
est levels in history. 
“ There is no doubt, and this is a 
conservative estimate, Nelson County 
will have at least 150 dead,” said the 
Rev. Vernon Lewis, a Baptist minister 
acting as information officer for the Of- 
(ice of Civil Defense here. 
Lewis said there were 51 known dead 
in Nelson County alone and 89 missing. 
Additionally, recently restored telephone 
service has brought inquiries from other 
localities about persons known to be 
passing through the area when “ the moun­ 
tains gave way.” 
“ Many of the bodies will never be 
found,” said J. Bernard McDearmon, 
State Civil Defense public relations co­ 
ordinator. 


McDearmon said it appeared most of 
the victims were trapped by landslides 
and the torrents of rain as floodwaters 
cascaded through the valleys en route to 
the James and its branches, then onward 
to the sea. 


Only six of the 21 persons requiring 
medical treatment here were hospitaliz­ 
ed. 
“ It looks like it was a case of all or 
nothing,” McDearmon said. 
The violent floodwaters washed away 
villages, swept away bridges and ruined 
highways on their path to the sea. One 
rescue crew spent most of Sunday trying 
to pull a huge tractor-trailer from the 
receding Tye River near here. 


Near Rockfish River, about seven 
miles north of here, nearly 1,000 feet 
of U.S. 29 vanished in the flood. 


One family of about 22 brothers, sis- 
ters, cousins, uncles and aunts - the 
Huffmans of “ Huffman’s Hollow” near 
Davis Creek - was missing and pre­ 
sumed dead. Another large family which 
lived nearby - the Perrys - also was 
unaccounted for. 


Downstream at Richmond, about 150 
miles southeast of here, city officials 
had to close one area except for emer­ 
gency vehicles Sunday because of a trai- 
fic logjam caused by sightseers. 


Richmond officials also hoped to re­ 
open a 29-block area of the South Side 
evacuated Saturday because of a leak in 
a line carrying high octane gasoline to 
a 300,000 - gallon storage tank. Fire­ 
men pumped water into the storage tank, 
siphoned off the gasoline and fed it into 
the James River where it was diluted.

“ If they think that we are 
going to send down a couple of 
squads of soldiers to arre st 
them,

m inds,” an Army spokesman 
said.

dem onstration of violence at 
the 
churches in front of a 
battery of television cam eras,” 
he added. 
The “ spiritual leader” of the 
sanctuary is the Rev. Robert 
W arner,26, who was fired from 
his job as a schoo 
chaplain 
because parents complained he 
conducted bizarre, unorthodox 
services. 
W arner 
called 
on 
other 
churches 
Sunday 
“ to 
break 
through their selfish concern 
for security and harm ony” and 
help out with the sanctuary,

The sanctuary began Aug. 6 
when Airman Louis D. P arry, 
21 of San Jose, Calif., moved 
into the church and vowed not 


to leave until “ they come and 
get m e.” He has been joined by 
other dissidents who assailed 
the war as im m oral, inhuman 
and “ American cancer.” 
Two of the dissidents surren­ 
dered during the weekend, and 
a sailor joined others in the 
sanctuary.

They are Stanislaus, 20; F res­ 
no, 22; Napa, Z 2 V>; Merin, Im­ 
perial, Siskiyou and Trinity, 
23; Sacramento, 23.6 per cent 
this year. 
Tiny Trinity County was or­ 
dered to show cause Sept. 16 
why it should not bring its as­ 
sessm ent level to the state­ 
wide average.

relatively undisturbed through 
the ages since it was formed, 
might prove a storehouse of 
unexpected clues about the way 
the earth, the solar system and 
the universe were formed. At 
least some scientists viewed it 
as the most important discove­ 
ry yet to come out of the Apollo 
11 lunar landing mission. 
The moon rocks are at least 
as old as the most ancient 
rocks found in the earth’s crust, 
which 
date 
back 
about 
3.3 
billion years, said Dr. Wilmot 
N. Hess, chief scientist at the 
Houston Space Center. 
They might be as old as the 
solar 
system 
itself, 
which 
scientists believe was formed 
some 4.5 billion years ago. And 
for “ hundreds of millions of 
years,” Hess said, they have 
rested within a few inches of 
the lunar surface or on the 
surface. 
Hess said the dating of the 
lunar rocks was done by four 
scientists 
working 
in 
the 
Houston laboratory where the 
54 pounds of moon rock and 
dirt, scooped from the surface 
of Tranquillity Base July 20 by 
Neil A. A rm strong and Edwin 
E. “ Buzz” Aldrin, are locked in 
quarantine. 
“ These age estim ates are 
important in understanding the 


origin of the moon and the 
solar system ,” Hess said. 
“ The old 
age — billions of 
y e a rs-fo r the crystalline rocks 
indicates the Sea of Tranquillity 
was formed early in the history 
of the solar system . 
“ The time that these rocks 
were lying within a m eter (39 
inches) of the moon’s surface is 
unexpectedly large, indicating 
that 
the 
lunar 
surface 
un­ 
dergoes changes very slowly.” 
During the time they were on 
or near the moon’s surface, the 
rocks 
underwent 
a constant 
bombardment of atom s of so- 
called “ rare gases” that boil 
off the surface of the sun and 
stream through space. Many of 
these 
solar 
particles 
were 
trapped in the rocks. 
Dr. S. Oliver Schaeffer and 
John Funkhouser, both of State 
University of New York; Dr. 
Joseph Zahringer of the Max 
Planck 
Institute, 
Heidelberg, 
Germany; 
and 
Dr. 
Donald 
Bogard of the Space Center 
staff measured these trapped 
atom s to determ ine the age of 
the lunar m aterial. 
Most scientists had expected 
to find rocks of many ages on 
the lunar surface, indicating 
both ancient 
and 
relatively 
recent stages in the develop­ 
ment of the moon just as there 
are in the Earth’s crust.

Veterans reminded of 
home loan eligibility 


The V eterans Administration 
reminded returning veterans t o 
day they are eligible for home 
loans for 12 to 20 years after 
they get out of service. 
Mort W ebster, VA’s south­ 
ern C alifornia regional office 
manager, explained that eligible 
veterans who served after Jan. 
31, 1955, will have a maximum 
of 20 years from the date of 
their discharge or until March 
3, 
1976, whichever is later, 
to cake advantage of their G.L 
home loan benefit. 
To determ ine the expiration 
date of his own eligiblity, each 
veteran who served after Jan. 
31, 1955, can assum e that he 
has 10 years after his discharge 
from active duty plus one year 
fbr each three months of mili­ 
tary service, W ebster, explaiiv 
ed. 
Thus, he said, a Vietnam e ra 
veteran with two years service, 
for 
example, 
would have 18 
years after discharge to use his 
G.I. loan guaranty entitlem ent. 
The growing volume of ap- 
plications in 1969 is attributed 
prim arily 
to 
the increasing 
number of young Vietnam era 


veterans, W ebster said. He not­ 
ed the G.I. interest maximum 
was upped to i V z per cent in 
January 1969 to increase the 
availability of credit for vet­ 
erans desirous of owning their 
own homes.

Dirksen adjusts to GOP 
life in Senate effort 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -After 
eight years as the pampered 
partner 
of two 
Democratic 
presidents, 
Everett McKinley 
Dirksen is adjusting to life with 
a 
Republican 
in 
the 
White 
House. It’s not quite the same. 
So long as John F. Kennedy 
and Lyndon B. Johnson were 
running the country, the wily 
old Senate Republican leader 
had the best of all worlds. 
Quite often, when they were 
strapped for votes on critical 
issues, the Democrats would 
reach Dirksen in his ornate 
Capitol office to woo and, quite 
often, 
win 
the 
margin 
of 
victory. 
Then, also, he eagerly eased 
into 
the 
GOP’s 
leadership 
vacuum 
and, with low-keyed 
help 
from 
House 
leaders, 
became the spokesman for the 
party out of power. If it was 
not 
the 
best 
image 
the 
Republicans could project, it 
was the only one they had. 
But now, after some seven 
months of the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration, all this has changed 
and the 73-year-old politician, 
orator, and master showman 
plays a different role. 
It may be difficult after all 
those heady years but Dirksen 
is painftilly learning the role of 
a supporting actor in an alL 
Republican cast. 
Instead 
of 
those 
major, 
televiscj 
news 
conferences 
where he used to articulate 
Republican 
positions, 
pr(v 
grams, and protests, Dirksen 
has been reduced to a conveyor 
of news. 
At frequent but very informal 
news catherings, he passes on 
bits and pieces of what Nixon is 
thinking, planning, and doing. 
And 
even 
this sometimes 
backfires. 
Recently 
Dirksen 


told reporters firmly that Nixon 
would announce a nomination to 
the Supreme Court on a specific 
date. As to who the man was, 
Dirksen’s lips were sealed. 
Fewer than 24 hours later, 
everyone knew it was Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth 
and Dirksen 
squirmed 
out 
of his 
selt 
imposed silence to confirm it. 
But the announcement was not 
made 
on 
the date 
Dirksen 
predicted. 
This does not mean Dirksen 
has fared badly in the Nixon 
Administration. On the contra­ 
ry. 
As the Senate leader, he is 
part of the GOP inner group 
and his relations with Nixon are 
considered excellent. Many of 
h i s 
recommendations 
tor 
government posts have been 
accepted and he is credited 
with blocking the nomination of 
Dr. 
John 
H. 
Knowles 
as 
assistant secretary for health. 
But he does not have a blank 
check at the White House. His 
choice for head of the Small 
Business Administration was 
rejected in favor of Sen. John 
G. Tower’s man, Hilary Sando­ 
val. 
He 
also 
recommended 
unsuccessfully an Illinois judge 
for the Supreme Court. 
Although there have not been 
enough tests to judge Dirksen’s 
current capability to deliver 
votes for Nixon, the indications 
are that he has a lot less than a 
stranglehold on Senate Republk 
cans. 
At the start of the session he 
backed Sen. Roman Hruska, R- 
Neb„ for the post of his deputy 
and Hruska lost to Sen. Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa. There have also 
been rumblings of discontent, 
notably from Sen. Charles E. 
Goodell, R-N.Y., about Dirk­ 
sen’s role in the Knowles case. 
Washington town fears scheduled 
youth rock festival on Labor Day

TENINO, Wash. (UPI)~The 
population of this tiny Western 
Washington community is 865. 
But if a Thurston Couty court 
overturns a temporary court 
injunction Tuesday, the same 
town will swell to a population 
of between 25-30,000 over this 
Labor Day weekend. 
Directors of a youth rock 
festival have selected the town 
as 
the site for their second 
annual benefit 
fete 
and the 
Teninoans don’t like it one bit. 
The sponsor, the New Ameri­ 
can Community, wants to hold 
its Sky River Rock Festival and 
lighter-than-air 
Fair 
on a 
private hereford 
ranch, 260 
acres big, a mile north of town. 
The 
people 
here fear an 
invasion similar to past produc­ 
tions 
of youths’ 
latest all- 
American 
pastime 
at 
such 
places as Woodstock, N.Y. and 
in various California communi­ 
ties. 
There are four main issues at 
stake, all adversely experienc­ 
ed at other festivals: security, 
traffic, sanitation and space. 
The outcome of this controver­ 
sy may well prove to be a 
lesson for future rock concerts. 
The court will hear pros and 
cons centered mainly on these 
three issues. 
Soon after the Tenino site 
was 
revealed 
publicly, 
the 
townspeople met at the local 
American legion hall. Led by 
Mayor Kenneth Hedden, they 
said, “ We’ll do everything we 
can to protect ourselves.” 
A petition was circulated. 


Nearly 200 persons showed up 
at a second townhall meeting to 
hear warnings 
of 
“ revolut­ 
ionary groups” from a member 
of the John Birch Society. And 
a court order halting the fest­ 
ival 
was 
obtained from the 
court. 
Representatives 
from the 
town, 
who 
call 
themselves 
Concerned Citizens of Tenino, 
will first meet with the county 
commission today to tell their 
side. 
“ There is nothing to protect 
themselves 
about,’' 
festival 
director John Chambless said. 
“ No one there will harass the 
town of Tenino. People just 
want 
to 
go 
there to enjoy 
themselves and have a little 
fun.” 
Ted Garfield, national public 
relations 
director 
for 
the 
festival, explained their posi­ 
tion: 
“ As far as security goes, 
there 
will 
be 100 full-time 
people including 50 “ rent-a- 
cops” like the Pinkertons. 
“ Sanitation: Our license (ap­ 
proved 
earlier 
by Thurston 
County) 
was 
contingent 
on

Ship rescues Korean 
clinging to sea turtle 


MALMO, 
Sweden 
(UPI)—A 
Swedish ship headed for Los 
Angeles 
today is carrying a 
Korean who had clung to the 
shell of a giant turtle for 15 
hours 
before 
being rescued 
from the Pacific Ocean. 
The 
bizarre incident was 
reported by radio from Capt. 
Horst Werder. skipper of the 
Swedish motor ship Citadell, to 
the shipowners, Per Liljegren 
of Landskrona, north of Malmo. 
Werder said the unidentified 
Korean tumbled off the Liber­ 
ian freight Pedelara about 113 
miles off the coast of Nicara­ 
gua Friday. The Korean spotted 
a giant turtle nearby, climbed 
on its back and clung desper­ 
ately for 15 hours. 
A lookout saw a man’s head 
bobbing on the surface when 
the 
Citadell 
was 
steaming 
northwards in the Pacific. “ We 
were shocked to see it was a 
live man on the back of a giant 
animal,” Werder said. “ We 
managed to get him aboard and 
he 
fell 
unconscious 
on the 
deck.” 
The Korean recovered quickly 


and 
was 
in good condition, 
Werder said. The Citadell was 
expected to dock in Los Ageles 
Wednesday or Thursday.

HONOLULU (UPI) - Thali­ 
domide, the drug blamed for 
thousands of birth deformities, 
m ay be 
a new aid in the 
treatment of leprosy. 
Recent 
tests 
may 
alter 
thalidomide's reputation as a 
crippier of unborn babies to a 
drug offering hope for leprosy 
victims. Thalidomide presently 
is banned from general sale in 
the United States. 
Dr. Ira D. Hirschy, head of 
the 
Hawaii 
Department 
of 
Health’s 
Communicable 
Di­ 
sease Division, said tests in Ha* 
waii hospitals and at the U.S. 
Public Health Service hospital 
in Carville, La., have revealed 
that Thalidomide is valuable in 
treating a common reaction to 
the disease. 
The Hawaii tests have taken 
place 
in 
the Hale 
Mohalu 
Hospital in Honolulu and at the 
Kalaupapa 
Hospital 
on 
the 
island of Molokai, 54 miles east 
of 
Honolulu. 
Kalaupapa 
is 
Hawaii's only leprosy settle 
ment. 


“ Fever develops, places in 
the 
body 
affected 
by 
the 
disease /ecome red, hot and 
swell up,'' Hirschy said, “ caus­ 
ing pain and discomfort.'' 
But daily thalidomide doses 
for a period of up to 10 days 
have been “ very successful’* in 
relieving these reactions, Hir­ 
schy said, “ and there has been 
no evidence of them recurring." 
“ It's amazing," he added. 
“ Within 24 hours the swelling 
and fever go down, making the 
patient feel much more comfor­ 
table. He rests better, 
eats 
better and sleeps better." 
Hirschy emphasized that th^ 
lidomide is “ not used on women 
leprosy patients of child-bear­ 
ing age." 
“ We've only used the drug on 
hospitalized patients," he said, 
“ testing it under controlled 
conditions." 
With immigration to Hawaii 
rising, Hirschy noted that the 
number

for leprosy has iiv 
creased during the last decade. 
He said 350 persons are under 
treatment, 60 per cent of them 
foreign born. 
Linking thalidomide to lepro­ 
sy treatment originated about 
two years ago with Dr, Jaakov 
Sheskin, 
an 
Israeli 
doctor 
working in Jerusalem. 
“ We tried it out about a year 
and a half ago," Hirschy said, 
“ and found that although it is 
not effective against the disease 
itself, it has a higji degree of 
success in the treatment of this 
particular reaction, a familiar 
one in leprosy patients." 


The sulfone drugs continue to 
be the most effective weapons 
against the disease, he said. 
Since 
the 
Federal 
Drug 
Administration has barred thaw 
lidomide from general use in 
the United States, Hirschy said 
the William S. Merrell Co., of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, which supplies 
the drug to Hawaii hospitals 
and Carville, received special 
authorization to distribute thali­ 
domide for the tests. 


“ It gives real hope of relief 
for patients with these p a r tio 
lar reactions," Hirschy said.

NEW Y O RK -1 N E A >— 
Henry Ford, it is my firm be­ 
lief, was one of those lew 
men who helped change the 
course of history. American 
life today, at the very least, 
is the result of F ord's de­ 
term ination and p l a i n cus­ 
sedness. 
Ford, of course, was not 
the inventor of the autom o­ 
bile but he did place that 
motorized contraption with­ 
in the grasp of the m ajority. 
The assembly line and the 
Tin Lizzie did it. 
On the other hand, pollu­ 
tion, urban blight, the high­ 
way snarl, billboards, auto 
accidents and other hazards 
of 
contem porary 
America 
can be traced to him as well, 
for had not Ford created the 
“ people’s 
c a r .” 
the 
car 
m ight still be in the hands of 
only the very rich. 
Ford also c h a n g e d the 
course of history in another,

little known, respect. Had he 
not balked, auto m anufactur­ 
ers for decades would have 
had to pay George Selden or 
his descendents a royalty on 
every car they produced. 
Selden. vou see, in 1904 re ­ 
ce d ed U S patent No. 549,- 
160 which nam ed him as the 


inventor of the gasoline auto­ 
mobile. despite the fact that 
he had not actually ever built 
or ran one 
Selden m anaged to create 
something called the Associ­ 
ation of Licensed Automobile 
M anufacturers w h i c h de­ 
m anded a royalty on every 
autom obile or auto compo­ 
nent m ade or sold in the 
I'nited States. 
Selden cowed the auto in­ 
dustry. Big G eneral Motors 
was so intent on placating 
the “ inventor of the gas- 
powered ca r" t h a t it im ­ 
m ediately a g r e e d to pay 
royalties and even offered 
Selden $1 million in back 
paym ents. The only holdout 
was Henry Ford, who abso­ 
lutely refused to kick in so 
much as a dime. 
And the battle was joined. 
Selden sued, the m atter went 
to a court which ultim ately 
determ ined t h a t Selden’s 
patent was good for autos of 
his own m anufacture but not 
for others. Henry Ford had 
won again and could sniff 
m ajestically at his fright­ 
ened (but c o n s i d e r a b l y 
larger) colleagues in the in­ 
dustry who had paid Selden. 
The whole story is told in 
an introduction by Ken W. 
Purdy for a fascinating book 
called, 
rather 
prosaically, 
“ 1904 Handbook of Gasoline 
Automobiles” 
( C h e l s e a 
House. $10). 
The book is 
basically a copy of the orig­ 
inal edition published by the 


i n f a m o u s Association ot 
Licensed Automobile Manu- 
tacturers. 
Presum ably, the book con­ 
tains the “ approved” autos 
of the p e r i o d . N aturally. 
Ford cars are not listed 
Perusers of the book will 
note that, for the most part, 
cars contained therein are al­ 
most prohibitive m cost, thus 
giving lie to the notion that 
in the old days automobiles 
w ere am azingly inexpensive.

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Assembly line 


To meet the goals established by the Housing Act of 1968, 
America has to build some 2.6 million units a year, both 
houses and apartments. The construction forecast for this 
year is only 1.5 million units. 
At this rate, the nation will be more than 10 million units 
short before the end of the next decade. 
With land, labor, materials and financing costs zooming the 
price of housing at a current rate of 10 per cent a year, mil­ 
lions of Americans, especially those with low incomes, are 
rapidly being priced out of decent housing. It is clear that the 
old way of doing things — erecting a dwelling brick by brick 
and board by board on site — is no longer good enough. 
No one is more aware of this than George Romney, secre­ 
tary of the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 
The onetime president of American Motors, who stole a lead 
on the auto industry with his compact car, has launched a 
campaign called “ Operation Breakthrough.” Its aim is to 
bring automobile assembly line methods into the construction 
industry and mass-produce small town houses to sell below the 
$20,000 level, preferably in the $10,000 - $12,000 range. 
Already some minor, but important, breakthroughs can be 
reported. 
—In Detroit, Walter Reuther, head of the United Automobile 
Workers, who used to sit on the opposite side of the bargain­ 
ing table from Romney, has been a moving force behind the 
creation of the Metropolitan Detroit Citizens Development 
Authority. 


The authority has placed an initial order for 250 three- 
bedroom, factory-built houses with one manufacturer and 800 
slightly more expensive homes with another. 
—On the legislative front, the first major step “ to break 
the logjam of restrictive local building codes,” to use the 
phrase of the Urban Land Institute, is a bill introduced in Con­ 
gress by Rep. William S. Moorhead, DuPa. Called the Build- 
ing Sciences Act of 1969, it would establish a nongovernmental 
institution to act as a clearing house and building code co­ 
ordination center for the entire country. 


-In the private sector, 41 concrete firms operating 67 plants 
throughout the country have formed a new consortium to pro- 
cude building components. 
-Perhaps most encouraging of all, the 900,000-member- 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, largest of the 
AFUCIO building trades unions, has “ modified its tradition 
procedures” by signing an agreement with a prefabricated 
housing manufacturer to put up 1,000 units in Rochester and 
Syracuse, N.Y., and Akron, Ohio. 


The union is also negotiating with the Urban League to set 
up centers to train unskilled workers for employment in the 
company’s factory. 
The day when houses or apartment modules will be rolling 
off the assembly line by the tens of thousands is still some 
years distant, but the idea is well into the toolings up stage.

Dear Sir: 
In response to the editorial by Vaughn 
Proctor on “ Highway Slaughter” , the 
tragic thing about the whole mess of 
highway fatalities is indifference caused 
by the lack of leadership by concerned 
people. 
We can get all steamed up about the 
“ terrible slaughter” of our young men 
in Viet Nam, and this is a terrible 
thing, but our hypocritical society closes 
its eyes to the fact that five times 
as many people are killed by drinking 
drivers each year as we lose in Viet- 
Nam in battle losses. 
Nearly one million casualties are 
suffered each year by our country on 
the highways, caused by drinking (not 
drunk) drivers. This is not counting 
deaths not caused by alcohol. Why do 
we not do something to curtail this 
slaughter? Perhaps it is because po­ 
liticians drink and thus feel they can­ 
not lead out for stringent measures. 
Perhaps it is because newspaper and 
radio and television programmers and 
broadcasters drink and feel they should 
not speak out as long as they drink. 
Perhaps it is because judges and jur­ 
ors drink that they turn loose highway 
killers who have insisted they have the 
right to drink and drive, regardless 
of what happens to others. 
If only the relatives and loved ones 
of highway murdered and maimed peo­ 
ple would speak out, perhaps the public 
would hear and heed. If would not keep 
some people from speaking out for un­ 
limited sale and use of alcohol or 
dope. But such people have no sense 
of history, have not read facts, nor 
are they really thinking. 


Under 
prohibition, as 
we had it 
in the 1920’s, there was less alcoholism 
less crime generated by alcohol, less 
money spent on care of alcohol caused 
mental problems, less money needed for 
alcohol caused family welfare depen­ 
dency, fewer young people drinking. This 
is on the basis of population figures. 
This is not a call for a return of pro­ 
hibition for this is improbably if not im­ 
possible, but an answer to those who say 
that prohibition failed to do any good. 
The pitiful thing about “ anti-prohibi- 
ists” is that they do not realize we 
have prohibition now, and nearly every­ 
one is for it. We prohibit selling liquor 
between 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m. We 
prohibit drunk driving. We prohibit liquor 
places around schools. We prohibit the 
sale of liquor without tax stamps. Etc. 
etc. Yes, we have prohibition. But be­ 
cause there is a tremendous sense of 
guilt on the part of the drinker, we 
have the constant push to get rid of all 
regulations. No blinking man would want 
to live in a place with no prohibitions 
regarding liquor. 
If liquor (including beer) is such a 
good and civilizing thing, why are not 
the people who drink moderately work­ 
ing hard to prevent the abuses which 
affects the public, drinking and non­ 
drinking alike? Why not an organiza­ 
tion of drinkers to push for more strin­ 
gent laws against people who selfishly 
endanger others in their search for per­ 
sonal gratification? 
Our nation is waiting for public fig­ 
ures and news media to lead our nation 
in reasonable prohibition of abuses of 
liquor. No laws are enforced unless the 
people want them enforced. The people

PARIS — Like an all-too-familiar sum­ 
mer rerun the so-called peace 
talks 
go on here week after week. They are 
getting nowhere. It has been a languid 
game of ping-pong with the same old pro­ 
paganda line batted back and forth across 
the net. 
But, if one accepts 
the 
view within the 
American delegation,

exercise. 
Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong are 
bound,

to negotiate on

weeks, it may be months — that they can­ 
not count either on a precipitous with­

Even the skeptics within the delega­ 
tion, with years of experience in Saigon 
of frustration and futility, give out this 
confidence. It is grounded on the dis­ 
patches from Saigon of Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker.

reputation on the stability of Thieu and 
the broadened political base he is estab­ 
lishing. 
The Communists will not be able to 
crack this base despite all their efforts 
at terror and subversion. That is the 
assurance Bunker has given in dispatch 
after 
dispatch. 
Working closely with 
Thieu in politicizing his position, Bunk­ 
er 
even more than in the past believes 
that a reasonable end of the war is in 
sight. At the age of 75 that is to be the 
capstone of his career before he retires 
to private life. 
The second pillar of the confidence 
within the American delegation is the 
proposed political settlement that Pres­ 
ident Nixon has put on the negotiating 
table. 
With the phased withdrawal of 
American forces, it has won over even 
the most outspoken critics of previous 
Vietnam policy, the negotiators say. 
They cite such confirmed 
doves as 
Sen. Charles E. Percy of Illinois who 
recently 
gave his blessing to the Nixon 
proposal for a negotiated settlement. 
Moreover, in the confident view with­ 
in the delegation there are no serious 
obstacles to further troop withdrawals. 
The carefully phased pullout will go 
forward through 1970 until 
virtually 
all American combat troops have been 
replaced by units of the South Vietna- 
mes army, notwithstanding the continu­ 
ous barrage of Communist propaganda 
and the mini offensives such as the one 
launched 10 days ago. 
At the press briefing after the 30th 
session of the talks Hanoi’s deputy dele­ 
gate, 
Nguyen 
Thanh 
Le, was asked 
whether the latest “ offensive” breaking 
a lull was intended to slow down the de­ 
parture of American troops. Le’s reply 
was to play the propaganda record worn 
thin by repetition: 
“ First, I would like to speak about 
the so-called withdrawal 
of American 
troops. In this last session both the dele­ 
gates of the DRV (Hanoi) and the PRG 
(the Viet Cong’s provisional govern­ 
ment) brought to light the farce which 
consists of the so-called withdrawal of 
American troops from South Vietnam. 
The Americans are now playing a game 
of magic. In other words, they are act­ 
ing in such a way as to withdraw con­ 
tingents on several occasions, but in the 
end there are more troops left in Viet­ 
nam than before they started withdraw­ 
ing.” 
Since this is the implacable line bat­ 
ted up to the point of infinite boredom, 
what reason is there to hope for a shift 
that will lead to meaningful 
negotia­ 
tion? 
One reason, the negotiators point 
out, Is past precedent. 
Week after monotonous week the Com­ 
munists 
insisted they would never sit 
down at the negotiating table with rep­ 
resentatives of the government of South 
Vietnam, the puppets of the imperialists 
who were seeking to subject 
Vietnam 
to American rule. Then abruptly they 


changed. After some haggling over the 
shape of the table they sat 
down with 
the hated representatives from Saigon. 
Having no problem with public opin­ 
ion, the Communists will do another 
about-face when they see than can gain 
nothing from their present stand. They 
will realize that they have lost the strug­ 
gle on which they have put such a big 
stake — public opinion in the United 
States. And their efforts to pull down 
the Thieu government and block further 
American troop withdrawals by harass­ 
ing American 
bases will have been 
shown to be hopeless. 
All this sounds a bit like whistling 
past the graveyard in the dark. It is a 
piece of self-induced optimism to re­ 
lieve the tedium of week after week 
of the same old ritual gone through with 


the same old mummery. 
Even Henry 
Cabot Lodge, for all his flair for the 
public word and the public eye, is find­ 
ing it a wearing and monotonous exer­ 
cise. 
Grave disappointments have marked 
the 
30 weeks around the table. At one 
point hope had been put on Russian in­ 
fluence 
on Hanoi. 
The Russian re­ 
sponse today is that 
nothing can be 
done without the sanction of Hanoi and 
that sanction is not forthcoming. 


The optimists may be right this time. 
The break may come next week or next 
month or the month after that. Then the 
reasonable settlement of the war so oft­ 
en prescribed will be in sight.

R. A. Provencio of Atlantic Richfield 
wrote: “ Having had some dealings with 
the Air Force and Vandenberg Air Force 
Base in particular, their contracts read 
that they are not responsible for any­ 
thing, starting with an ’act of God’ all 
the way down to a ‘public insurrection’ 
with no latitude in between. 
“ Your letter has gained the com­ 
plete sympathy of everyone here at Rich­ 
field and since your other avenues of 
redress apparently have not seen any 
results, we have asked our Merchandise 


Center that they send you a replacement 
unit.”
